Sixteen Miles in Vici of 
Okeechobee City in 
Next Contract 


On the Sth and 7th of next month 
bids will be opened in Jacksonville 
and contracts awarded soon there- 
after for the construction ef. tye 
sixteen miles of levee on tbe norcn 
shore of the lake in the vicinity of 
Okeechobee City apd for the na- 
cessary drainage structures in that 
section, known as Division Four of 
the Okeechobee project. With the 
letting of these contracts the entire 
Project will be finished or under 
contract with the U. S. Engineers 
setting the first of 1937 аз the date 
of final completion. 

The sixteen miles of levee will ex- 
tend from the Okeechobee-Martin 
county line to the. Kissimmee Riv- 
er. At the mouth of Taylor's 
Creek, which flows from Okeecho- 
bee City to the lake, there will be 
constructed a hurricane gate sim- 
Паг to the five structures on the 
west and south shore of the lake. 
Just west of this gate will be built 
а five-barrel drainage culvert. 
Four other culverts will be built 
in the sixteen miles of levee. 
Engineers have been workin 
overtime to prepare this division 
for advertising since it was an. 
nounced that to. secure federal 
funds from the relief appropria- 
tion for use on this section it would 
be necessary for any government 
plants to begin moving dirt by the 
22nd of October and all advertisc- 
ments for bids must begin not lat- 
er than that date. The Engineer 
dredge Welatka left this week to! 
begin excavating an approach 
channel to Taylor's Creek so that 
contractors would not be held up 
by insufficient water to float their 
equipment. 2
